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A ‘drunken fight/ 
says accused in 
activist’s death 


Crime. Andre Noel 
Denny makes his first 
court appearance after 
killing of Halifax 
gay-rights advocate 


Andre Noel Denny was forth¬ 
right and unapologetic as he 
emerged from a Halifax provin¬ 
cial court elevator on Wednes¬ 
day with his hands cuffed and 
legs shackled. 

“Public drunken fight.... 
What can I say?” Denny loudly 
told reporters as he was escorted 
by police into the courtroom. 
He was also claiming self-de¬ 
fence. 

Denny, charged with 
second-degree murder in the 
beating death of Raymond Taa- 
vel, was remanded back to the 
East Coast Forensic Hospital in 
Burnside for a psychiatric as¬ 
sessment after a brief appear¬ 
ance. 

The 32-year-old Cape Bre¬ 
ton man will return to court 
on May 17 for a hearing to 
determine if he is fit to stand 
trial or if he could be exempt

from criminal responsibility. 

Taavel, a well-known gay- 
rights activist, was beaten to 
death early Tuesday morning 
outside a bar on Gottingen 
Street. 

As the court discussed his 
case, Denny sat and showed 
little emotion, occasionally 
looking down at his feet, which 
were outfitted in grey socks and 
dark-blue Crocs. 

Denny, a patient of the 
Burnside hospital, failed to re¬ 
turn to the facility following 
an unescorted one-hour leave 
on Monday evening. He was in 
the hospital after being found 
not criminally responsible on a 
charge of assault causing bodily 
harm in an incident in Sydney 
in January. 

Court documents from 2009 


describe Denny as suffering 
from paranoid schizophre¬ 
nia with a histoiy of “aggres¬ 
siveness, impulsivity and un¬ 
predictability,” and as being 
“grossly psychotic.” 

Pavel Boubnov, a defence 
lawyer who was representing 
Denny on Wednesday, said he 
should not have been released 
from the hospital that night. 

“The reason for whatever 
happened is just the nature of 
his mental illness,” Boubnov 
said outside the courtroom be¬ 
fore Denny’s appearance. 

Boubnov cited Denny’s med¬ 
ical histoiy and past addiction 
to alcohol. 

“You just simply look at the 
file for this person to under¬ 
stand that he should be closely 
monitored by medical profes¬ 
sionals,” he said. “The anti¬ 
psychotic medication (does) 
interfere with alcohol ... so he 
obviously was under the influ¬ 
ence of alcohol (Monday).” 

Boubnov, who has repre¬ 
sented Denny in the past, de¬ 
scribed the man as friendly, 
relaxed and “not violent when 
he is properly medicated.”

Accused man's 
no-show not 
typical: Clinical 
director 


It’s rare a patient doesn’t 
return from a community- 
access pass from the East 
Coast Forensic Hospital, 
said its clinical director on 
Wednesday. 

Andre Noel Denny, 32, 
became a patient at the 
hospital in January after 
being found not criminally 
responsible for an assault 
charge. He left the hospital 
on a one-hour leave at 7:30 
p.m. on Monday night and 
didn’t return. 

Aileen Brunet, clinical 
director of the East Coast 
Forensic Hospital, said the 
unit has a 60-bed capacity 
and it is currently three- 
quarters full. 

“And the vast majority of 
those individuals have some 
access to the community 
every day, varying between 
an hour or two and back, 
all the way up to spending 
several days and nights out 
of the hospital.” 

A tribunal decides the 
maximum level of com¬ 
munity access each patient 
can have, but hospital staff 
determine the quantity and 
duration of the passes. 

“Our decision-making 
process involves considera¬ 
tion of the person’s risk, 
their mental state, their 
compliance with the team 
and behaviour in hospital,” 
she said. Usually at first 
patients are escorted out on 
passes. 

“It’s an opportunity for 
them to get some fresh air 
and be able to go off hospital 
grounds to have a cigarette.” 

Occasionally some are 
late but it’s rare they don’t 
show up at all, Brunet said. 

If they do, they’re generally 
back within 24 hours, she 
said.

The province has launched a 
review into the circumstances 
leading to Andre Noel Denny’s 
unescorted release from the 
East Coast Forensic Hospital. 

Justice Minister Ross 
Landry and Health Minister 
Maureen MacDonald told re¬ 
porters on Wednesday that 


their deputy ministers, as well 
as the CEO of Capital Health, 
will be leading the joint re¬ 
view into Denny’s release. 

“Nova Scotians are right to 
ask how could something like 
this happen,” said Landry. 

“It is imperative that we 
better understand the facts 
and determine whether all 
relevant policies and proced¬ 
ures were followed ... (and) 
whether those policies and 
procedures are adequate.” 

Denny, 32, is charged with 
homicide in the beating death 
of Raymond Taavel outside a 


Gottingen Street bar on Tues¬ 
day. Police believe Taavel, a 
well-known gay-rights activ¬ 
ist, was attempting to break 
up a fight between Denny and 
another man when he was at¬ 
tacked. 

Police found Taavel bleed¬ 
ing on the sidewalk outside 
the Menz Bar. He died at the 
scene. 

At the time, Denny was on 
an unescorted pass from the 
East Coast Forensic Hospital 
in Burnside. When Denny 
failed to return at the desig¬ 
nated time, the hospital in¬ 


formed police, who were un¬ 
able to locate him prior to the 
altercation with Taavel. 

While all three parties in 
the Nova Scotia legislature 
rose to honour Taavel, op¬ 
position parties questioned 
why the policies that allowed 
Denny to leave the hospital 
will remain in place while the 
review is conducted. 

“We had hoped that the 
(government) would have an¬ 
nounced immediate changes 
or immediate measures while 
this review is taking place,” 
said Liberal justice critic 
Michel Samson. 

“Nova Scotians need assur¬ 
ances as to their safety now,” 
added Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive Leader Jamie Baillie. 

The province intends to 
provide an update on the re¬ 
view’s progress in 30 days.

A friend and co-worker of a 
murder victim is struggling 
to understand why Raymond 
Taavel’s alleged assailant was 
let out on a one-hour leave 
Monday evening. 

Outside Halifax provincial 
court just after Andre Noel 
Denny was remanded to the 
East Coast Forensic Hospital 
during a brief court appear¬ 
ance on Wednesday, Tynette 
Deveaux, who worked with 


Taavel at the Shambhala Sun, 
said she wants a review of the 
incident. 

“From what I read and 
heard so far, this man has 
some serious psychological 
problems and what he was do¬ 
ing out on an hour-long pass 
makes no sense to me,” said 
Deveaux.

“That issue cannot be for¬ 
gotten about just because Mr. 
Denny is under psychiatric as¬ 
sessment. That would do an 
injustice to all those people 
who have died already from 
hate and anger,” said Millett. 

“Raymond was trying to 
stop the fight. Raymond was 
all about the peace and accept¬ 
ance.”

Floating security fence 
lacked in upkeep: Navy

The Royal Canadian Navy says 
the “rudimentary” upkeep and 
design shortfalls of a $3.5-mil- 
lion floating barrier in Halifax 
harbour led to its removal and 
costly repairs. 

The navy removed the fence 
in December and Januaiy, say¬ 
ing it was conducting planned 
maintenance. 

However, a navy briefing 
memo from a logistics officer 
says the fence wasn’t able to 
withstand the stormy condi¬ 
tions of the harbour and was 
also damaged by the buildup of

The navy documents, obtained by The 
Canadian Press through access-to-infor- 
mation legislation, say 22 per cent of the 
floats from the boom were cracked. They 
say stanchions and brackets are being 
replaced, new wire, shackles and chains 
are being installed, and “marine growth” 
is being removed. 

marine organisms since being 
installed in 2007. 

The spiky, orange barrier 
— strung for 1.6 kilometres in 
semicircles around frigates and 
destroyers — has been a prom¬ 
inent feature in the harbour. 
One of its purposes is to repel 
possible attacks by small ves¬ 
sels piloted by terrorists. 


“Unfortunately, the design 
was flawed and the material 
utilized was too weak to with¬ 
stand the harsh conditions of 
Halifax harbour,” wrote navy 
Lt. Dan Saunders, a logistics of¬ 
ficer in a Sept. 29, 2011, brief¬ 
ing note to his superiors. 

“Over the past four years 
base operations personnel have 
provided rudimentaiy main¬ 
tenance, however the structur¬ 
al deficiencies ... coupled with 
the lack of a comprehensive 
maintenance program have re¬ 
sulted in serious damage.” 

In his memo, Saunders said 
the time has come to ensure 
proper maintenance. 

“The (boom) has a mainten¬ 
ance checklist ... however the 
original concept of operations 
published in 2005 left main¬ 
tenance as TBD (to be deter¬ 


mined),” he wrote. 

“Though much work was 
done in developing, procur¬ 
ing and deploying the current 
(boom), critical maintenance 
was not foreseen.” 

Lt.-Cmdr. Mike Chisholm, 
the Queen’s harbour master, 
said in an interview that the 
navy plans to complete the re¬ 
pair of cracked floats and con¬ 
necting wires. 

Chisholm said the goal is 
to have the boom fixed and re¬ 
installed by Victoria Day and to 
keep the repaired boom in the 
water until Labour Day. 

“We want to get the boom 
in the water prior to the pleas¬ 
ure boating season,” he said. 

“Then on an ongoing basis 
we (will) perform maintenance 
on the apparatus.”

Body found by employee at HRM landfill

Province to proceed with 
anti-bullying co-ordinator

Opposition parties say 
changes to Education 
Act don't go far enough.

The province is moving ahead 
with a recommendation to cre¬ 
ate a provincial anti-bullying co¬ 
ordinator to address the issue 
of cyber-bullying. 

But Education Minister Ra¬ 
mona Jennex said the govern¬ 
ment requires more data be¬ 
fore it addresses the bulk of Dr. 
Wayne MacKay’s recommenda¬ 
tions on the issue. 

At One Government Place 
on Wednesday, Jennex revealed 
minor tweaks to the Education 
Act, which she called an “im¬ 
portant first step” in addressing 
cyber-bullying. 

“That’s what this is all 
about, to make sure that our 
students are safe and that we’re 
providing the appropriate sup¬ 
ports that students need to 
change their behavior,” Jennex 



told reporters. 

To that end, the NDP plan to 
hire an anti-bullying co-ordin¬ 
ator from within government. 

In addition, government is 
encouraging school boards to 
begin collecting and reporting 
information on what it calls 
“severely disruptive behavior” 
to understand the scope of the 
issue. 

That just begins to scratch 
the surface of Dr. MacKay’s rec¬ 


ommendations. 

“It’s a start,” said MacKay, 
who chaired the province’s 
cyber-bullying task force. 

“I guess I would be less 
than honest that I was a bit 
disappointed (the legisla¬ 
tion) didn’t go further. I think 
there’s a lot in the report, and 
I certainly don’t think that we 
need a long time collecting 
data to determine that there’s a 
significant problem.” 


The five Ws 


• Liberal Education Critic 
Karen Casey criticized 
the lack of timelines in 
the legislation. 


• "What are you going 
to do? When are you 
going to do it? How are 
you going to do it? Who 
is going to do it? And 
what’s going to be the 
outcome of that? And 
there’s nothing of that 
(in the bill),” she said. 


MacKay said he would pre¬ 
fer to see the collection of data 
proceed at the same time as 
real action. 

But Jennex said the govern¬ 
ment requires the data before 
knowing what measures will 
be most effective to combat the 
behavior. 

“We’re not putting out a big 
piece of legislation and then 
find out that it wasn’t effect¬ 
ive,” said Jennex. 

“We don’t want to come in 
with a piece of legislation that 
is not clearly thought out.”

Diplomatic wrangling. 

Suggestions say 
reluctant Canadian 
government being 
strong-armed into 
taking war criminal 


Convicted Canadian war crim¬ 
inal Omar Khadr, who became 
a poster child for the excesses 
of the war on terror, is a sig¬ 
nificant step closer to leaving 
Guantanamo Bay with a for¬ 
mal request for his transfer 
to Canada now in Ottawa’s 
hands. 

But diplomatic wrangling 
persisted, with one source sug¬ 
gesting the Americans were 
“desperate” to send Khadr 
home, and that a reluctant 
Canadian government was es¬ 
sentially being strong-armed 
into taking him. 

According to the source, the 
Americans are “bending over 
backwards” to ensure Khadr’s 
exit from Guantanamo Bay 
and will have to “bend their 
way around a number of their

own rules” to make that hap¬ 
pen. 

“The U.S. needs to get rid 
of this guy for their own rea¬ 
sons,” said one source familiar 
with the file. 

“The United States basically 
asked Canada for a diplomatic 
favour and Canada previously 
agreed to look at a request of 
this nature favourably.” 


A spokeswoman for Pub¬ 
lic Safety Minister Vic Toews 
confirmed on Wednesday 
that the federal government 
was considering the request 
to take him off U.S. hands, 
which sparked an outpouring 
of mostly anti-Khadr reaction 
among Canadians. 

“The government of Can¬ 
ada has just received a com¬ 
pleted application for the 
transfer of prisoner Omar 
Ahmed Khadr,” spokeswoman 
Julie Carmichael said. 

“A decision will be made 
on this file in accordance with 
Canadian law.” 

The Pentagon would not 
confirm that Secretary of De¬ 
fence Leon Panetta had signed 
off on the formal transfer re¬ 
quest, which also requires the 
president to give Congress 30 
days notice. 

Khadr, 25, was eligible to 
return to Canada from Guant¬ 
anamo Bay last October under 
terms of a deal reached a year 
earlier in which he pleaded 
guilty to five war crimes com¬ 
mitted in Afghanistan as a 
15-year-old.

First Nations. Court orders 
hearing for child welfare 


A new Federal Court ruling on 
child welfare clears the way 
for First Nations to challenge 
federal funding for education, 
policing and health care, says 
the Canadian Human Rights 
Commission. 

The court handed First Na¬ 
tions groups and child-welfare 
advocates a victory on Wednes¬ 
day, ordering a new hearing 
into whether Ottawa is dis¬ 
criminating against native chil¬ 
dren. The ruling rejected the 
federal government’s technical 
attempts to prevent First Na¬ 
tions groups from arguing for 
better funding for child welfare 
on reserves. 

“This is an important vic¬ 


tory, not only for the First Na¬ 
tions who are involved in the 
case, but indeed we would sug¬ 
gest all First Nations, because 
it really underpins the access 
to justice for all First Nations 
people,” acting human rights 
commissioner David Langtry 
said in an interview. 

“This is extremely signifi¬ 
cant to us. It’s a key test of our 
legislation as it applies to First 
Nations.” 

The ruling means First Na¬ 
tions and the federal govern¬ 
ment will have a full-blown 
hearing about whether Ot¬ 
tawa is treating native chil¬ 
dren unfairly.

Stafford trial: 
Rafferty bragged 
luck was turning 

Hours before eight-year- 
old Victoria Stafford was 
abducted and killed, the 
man accused in her death 
bragged online that good 
things were coming. 

On Wednesday, the 
trial of Michael Rafferty 
was shown a screen 
capture of his Faceboolc 
profile page from the 
spring of 2009 and on the 
morning of April 8 he 
posted: “everything good 
is comming (sic) my way.” 

Tori was abducted out¬ 
side her Woodstock, Ont., 
school that day just after 
the 3:30 dismissal bell and 
one of Rafferty’s girlfriends 
at the time, Terri-Lynne Mc- 
Clintic, has admitted she 
led the girl away. 

McClintic, who is 
already serving a life 
sentence after pleading 
guilty to first-degree 
murder, testified that 
she kidnapped a child at 
Rafferty’s urging and that 
he sexually assaulted Tori 
before she was killed. 

Rafferty, 31, has 
pleaded not guilty to first- 
degree murder, sexual as¬ 
sault causing bodily harm 
and kidnapping.

U.S. attorney who jailed Emery calls for pot legalization 



As a former high-profile U.S. 
federal prosecutor, John Mc¬ 
Kay stands behind actions that 
had Canada’s “Prince of Pot” 
arrested, indicted and ultim¬ 
ately sentenced to five years 
in an American prison. 

But he does agree with 
Marc Emery on one point: ma¬ 
rijuana should be legal. 

McKay sat side by side with 
the cannabis activist’s wife, 
Jodie Emery, on Wednesday 
as he joined the growing call 
from British Columbia to 
end pot prohibition in favour 
of the drug’s regulation and 
taxation. 

“We do share, I think, a 
belief that the underlying 
policies are wrong,” he told a 


public forum in Vancouver on 
throwing support to a coalition 
spearheading a public-edu¬ 
cation campaign that’s been 
gaining steady momentum. 

Emeiy’s decision to sell 
marijuana seeds by mail to 
U.S. customers, including 
minors, was a “tremendous 
mistake,” McKay said, and it 
has barred the man from gain¬ 
ing the platform he needs to 
make change. 

McKay was Washington 
state’s chief law enforcer for 
five years, and that’s where 
he fully witnessed how cur¬ 
rent policy fuels gang violence 
through the cross-border drug 
trade, he said. He now teaches 
law at a Seattle university. 


“As a person who is know¬ 
ledgeable of the facts under¬ 
lying our failure in marijuana 
prohibition, I am free now to 
speak out.” 

Since October, four former 
B.C. attorneys general, several 
Vancouver mayors and a host 
of police and health officers, 
academics and the Brazil- 
based Global Commission on 
Drug Policy have challenged 
provincial and federal govern¬ 
ments to reform Canadian 
laws. 

Jodie Emery, an advocate 
herself who has spoken on her 
husband’s behalf since he went 
to prison in 2010, said she wel¬ 
comed McKay’s support.

Shawn Hennessey was 
sent to prison in January 
2009 after pleading guilty to 
manslaughter. He is to appear 
before a parole hearing Wed¬ 
nesday at the Grande Cache 
Institution in northwestern 


Alberta. He wants day parole 
and unescorted temporary 
absences. 

Doreen Jewell-Dufiy, 
mother of slain constable 
Anthony Gordon, plans to 
attend the hearing. She has 
told the National Parole 
Board that it should turn 
down Hennessey’s request. 

“He needs to stay and 
serve his sentence,” said 
Jewell-Dufiy, who noted that 
it was Hennessey who gave 
gunman James Roszko a 
drive to the farm where four 
Mounties were shot in March 
2005.

Toronto zoo loses 
accreditation

ades, the Toronto Zoo has 
been denied accreditation 
by the Association of Zoos 
and Aquariums.

Dick Clark, 

America’s‘oldest 
teenager,’ dies at 82 

Dick Clark, the ever-youth- 
ful television host and 
tireless entrepreneur who 
helped bring rock ’n’ roll 
into the mainstream on 
American Bandstand, has 
died of a heart attack. 


After American Band¬ 
stand, he produced and host¬ 
ed a vast range of program¬ 
ming from game shows to 
the year-end countdown in 
Times Square on New Year’s 
Rockin’ Eve. 

Spokesman Paul Shefrin 
said Clark had the heart at¬ 
tack Wednesday morning 
at Saint John’s hospital in 
Santa Monica, a day after 
he was admitted for an out¬ 
patient procedure. 

Clark had continued per¬ 


forming even after he suf¬ 
fered a stroke in 2004 that 
affected his ability to speak 
and walk. 

Long dubbed “the world’s 
oldest teenager” because 
of his boyish appearance, 
Clark bridged the rebel¬ 
lious new music scene with 
traditional show business, 
and was equally comfort¬ 
able whether chatting about 
music with Sam Cooke or 
bantering with Ed McMahon 
about TV bloopers. 


He thrived as the found¬ 
er of Dick Clark Produc¬ 
tions, supplying movies, 
game and music shows, 
beauty contests and more 
to TV. Among his credits: 
The $25,000 Pyramid and 
TV’s Bloopers and Practical 
Jokes. 

For a time in the 1980s, 
he had shows on all three 
networks and was listed 
among the Forbes 400 of 
wealthiest Americans.

Houston area. Nurse, 
30 , faces murder 
charge; baby located 
unharmed. Victim ‘in 
wrong place at the 
wrong time,' DA says 


A nurse admitted to fatally 
shooting a young mother in 
a town near Houston and ab¬ 
ducting the dying woman’s 
newborn son whom she ap¬ 
parently intended to adopt, 
authorities said Wednesday. 
Verna McClain is charged with 
capital murder in the killing 
of Kala Marie Golden, 28. 

Witnesses saw a woman 
repeatedly shoot Golden on 
Tuesday afternoon in the park¬ 
ing lot of a pediatric clinic. 

She then drove away with 
Golden’s infant son Keegan 
who was found unharmed 
Tuesday evening at a home 
with McClain’s sister, author¬ 
ities said. 

According to an arrest re¬ 
cord, McClain, 30, admitted 
to shooting Golden and tak¬ 
ing Keegan to Harris County, 
where the baby was subse¬ 
quently found. 

McClain gave authorities 
information that only the 
shooter would know, accord¬ 
ing to the arrest record. 



She is being held without 
bail. 

District Attorney Brett 
Ligon said McClain’s state¬ 
ment to investigators indi¬ 
cates she shot the mother as 
part of a wider plan to kidnap 
any child and that Golden was 
simply in the wrong place at 
the wrong time. 

“We believe we have suf¬ 
ficient evidence to prove 
that she kidnapped the child 
and committed the murder,” 
Ligon said at a press confer¬ 
ence Wednesday. 

Ligon said McClain ap¬ 
proached law enforcement at 
an apartment complex where 
detectives found a vehicle 
matching witness descrip¬ 
tions, and started to provide 


information about the case. 
But McClain did not say 
where the child was, Ligon 
said. 

Instead, authorities re¬ 
ceived an anonymous tip that 
directed them to Keegan’s lo¬ 
cation, he said. McClain was 
then arrested at the apart¬ 
ment complex and later con¬ 
fessed to authorities. 

McClain’s sister lives at the 


apartment complex that de¬ 
tectives searched before they 
found the child, Ligon said. 

It remains unclear who 
lived at the home where Kee¬ 
gan was found, Ligon said. 

Keegan has been released 
to family members, accord¬ 
ing to his father, Keith Schu- 
chardt. 

Golden’s mother, Linda 
Golden, said that she had 


been babysitting another of 
Kala’s sons when someone 
at the scene called her using 
her daughter’s cellphone. She 
rushed to the scene. 

“I wanted to kiss her be¬ 
fore they put her in the ambu¬ 
lance,” Linda Golden said. 

Golden had no idea what 
could have sparked the slay¬ 
ing.

Pakistan’s powerful army 
chief on Wednesday called 
for the peaceful resolution 
of a Himalayan glacier dis¬ 
pute with rival nuclear power 
India, and suggested his 
country should spend less on 
defence and more on develop¬ 
ment. 

Gen. Ashfaq Parvez 
Kayani’s comments came 
after he visited the site of an 
avalanche near the Siachen 
Glacier that last week buried 
140 people, including 129 
Pakistani soldiers. The tra¬ 
gedy has refocused attention 


on what critics say is a futile 
standoff with India over an 
uninhabited stretch of ice 
where more troops have been 
killed by the elements than 
by warfare. 

Kayani noted that India 
began the conflict when 
its troops occupied the un¬ 
inhabited Siachen Glacier in 
1984. Pakistan sent in troops, 
and since then both armies 
have been facing each other 
on the glacier, which is locat¬ 
ed north of the disputed terri¬ 
tory of Kashmir. 

The Pakistani army chief 


said the conflict “should be 
resolved,” and to do that “the 
two countries have to talk 
about” the issue. 

Kayani did not set a time 
frame, and his remarks were 
in line with Pakistan’s general 
position that talks are needed 
to resolve all its disputes with 
its much larger neighbour. 

Pakistan and India have 
fought three major wars since 
they both achieved independ¬ 
ence from the British empire 
in 1947, two of them over 
Kashmir.

If found sane, Breivik 
could face a maximum 21- 
year prison sentence or an 
alternate custody arrange¬ 
ment that would keep him 
locked up as long as he is con¬ 
sidered a menace to society. 

If declared insane he 
would be committed to 
psychiatric care for as long as 
he’s considered ill. 

Breivik described himself 
as a resistance fighter ready 
to die for his cause. 

He said there are too many 
“keyboard warriors” among 
Europe’s far-right militants, 
and they have a lot to learn 
from al-Qaida, including its 
glorification of martyrdom. 

“If I had feared death I 
would not have dared to carry 
out this operation,” he said. 

Survivors and relatives of 
those killed have expressed 
concern that the trial is giv¬ 
ing Breivik a platform to 
express his radical views. A 
lawyer for the bereaved on 
Wednesday questioned him 
about his faith. 

“I am a militant Chris¬ 
tian,” Breivik replied, though 
he added he isn’t “particular¬ 
ly religious.”

Canada losing in oil price increases: BoC 


Crude costs. 

Oversupply and 
capacity contributing 
to the undervaluing of 
western Canadian oil, 
Bank of Canada says 


The Bank of Canada says 
Canadians are losing out 
on the run-up in world oil 
prices, which is impacting 
everything from business 
input costs to consumer 
spending and inflation. 

In a new analysis of the 
current make-up of crude 
prices, the central bank said 
Wednesday that Canada has 
been importing high-priced 
Brent crude pumped in the 


North Sea and exporting 
lower-priced oil from Al¬ 
berta since January, nega¬ 
tively impacting overall 
trade. 

“The increase in the 
price of our oil imports rais¬ 
es production costs for Can¬ 
adian firms and also puts 
upward pressure on gaso¬ 
line prices, since about half 
of the gasoline purchased 
in Canada is produced using 
refined petroleum priced 
off Brent,” the bank said in 
a statement. 

That puts downward 
pressure on Canada’s real 
gross domestic income, 
dropping the country’s 
spending power to buy for¬ 
eign goods and services, the 
bank said. 

In turn, it also dampens 


spending on domestically 
produced goods and servi¬ 
ces. 

Increases in oil prices are 
usually beneficial to Canada 
because the country exports 
more than it imports, with 
the resulting gain in real 
income from exports more 
than offsetting cost increas¬ 
es for businesses and con¬ 
sumers who must fill up at 
the pump. 

“This is why the recent 
evolution of oil prices since

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Carney denies he was offered BoE post 


Questions arise. 

Financial Times report

Mark Carney was given a 
chance to finally, unequivocally 
squelch reports he might leave 
his post early He was equivo¬ 


cally successful. 

In his first public remarks 
on the issue Wednesday, the 
Canadian central banker denied

proached to take over the same 
post at the Bank of England, as 
reported by the Financial Times 
newspaper. He seemed even 
less categorical when asked if 
he will commit to serving out

Economy 
gaining momentum: BoC 


The Bank of Canada is tak¬ 
ing a more positive view of 
the Canadian economy, while 
doubling down on warnings 
over household debt, the 
strong dollar and now the 
price of oil. 

Building on Tuesday’s 
policy rate announcement 
that predicted 2.4 per cent 
annual growth this year and 
next, the central bank’s quar¬ 
terly monetary policy review 
provided a generally positive 
spin on Canada’s economic 
outlook — particularly in the 
first half of this year. 

The central bank said 
growth in the first three 
months of the year will likely 
be a relatively robust 2.5 per 
cent annualized, well above 
the 1.8 level it had expected 
in its January report. 

The second and third quar¬ 
ters will be similarly stronger 
than previously thought, it 
said, allowing the economy to 
return to full capacity for the 
first time since the recession 


by the first half of 2013 — as 
much as six months earlier 
than anticipated. Then the 
expansion will moderate, but 
remain positive. 

“The economy has some 
momentum,” bank governor 
Mark Carney told reporters 
following release of the mon¬ 
etary policy report. 

The quicker closing of 
economic slack is consistent 
with Carney’s signal on Tues¬ 
day that he may be preparing 
to hike interest rates sooner 
than many believed, perhaps 
as early as the fall, analysts 
said. 

“The growth forecast pre¬ 
sented by the bank would 
certainly justify some upward 
move in rates over the com¬ 
ing year or so,” said CIBC 
chief economist Avery Shen- 
feld. 

He cautioned, however, 
that only a minor setback 
would be needed to stay Car¬ 
ney’s hand.

I’ve been thinking about 
this because last week 
there was a viral news 
video that showed a bear 
roaming in a Los Angeles 
neighbourhood.

I’ve even hiked in the 
majestic Rocky Mountains. 
(They’re inevitably described 
that way because, like roy¬ 
alty, they serve no practical 
purpose.) In the Rockies, you 
can’t help but appreciate 
life to the fullest, because 
residents constantly remind 
you that it could end at any 
moment. 

Every time you turn 
around, someone is re¬ 
minding you that you’re in 
“bear country,” which unilat¬ 
erally seceded from Canada 
in 1994. “Hello, and welcome 
to the Stay-a-While Inn,” 
they’ll say, “where we haven’t 
had a bear mauling in 26 
minutes. You’re in room 122 . 
Please be advised, there is a bear warning in your bathroom.” 

And bear country is growing. I’ve been thinking about this 
because last week there was a viral news video that showed a 
bear roaming in a Los Angeles neighbourhood. It even crossed 
paths with a man who had his head down while walking and 
texting. In a moment of tragedy, that man survived. 

But you might not be so lucky. Bears wandering in suburbs 
will become more common with climate change (i.e. bears 
can’t afford downtown condos in this economic climate), so 
you’d best be prepared. 

Here’s what you need to know: 

• Watch closely for signs that a bear might be nearby. 
These include hats, bow ties, neckties, and stolen pic- 
a-nic baskets. Also, ranger carcasses. 

• LOOK OUT! Did you play dead this time? (Bonus tip: 
This also works in human relationships.) 

• Sometimes playing dead doesn’t work and it’s better 
to fight back. The rule of thumb is that if a bear’s 
putting a big sprig of parsley on your back, he’s not 
buying it.

Finally finished his third 
solo album, and bringing it 
to The Carleton on Tuesday 
at 9 p.m., O’Neill has cleverly 
merged talent, creativity, and 
the acceptance of royalties. 

“This balance of having your 
career on the side and getting 
to it when you can seems to 
work for me.”

Mraz brings a

Folk-pop. California

It’s been nearly four years 
since Grammy-winning trou¬ 
badour Jason Mraz released 
his multi-platinum album 
We Sing. We Dance. We Steal 
Things and its sunny ukulele- 
infused hit I’m Yours. 

The California singer-song- 
writer says he had planned to 
tackle a follow-up to that disc 
at the end of 2010, and even 
had 40 or 50 new tunes writ¬ 
ten for it. 

But one day he realized the 
tracks were “the work really 
of just clever songwriting” 
and didn’t fit into his vision 
of a “love” concept album. 

Mraz then told himself: “I 
need a little bit more experi¬ 
ence in the world. I need to 
get out of my head and go 
break my heart open some¬ 
how,” the socially conscious 
pop-folk artist recalled in a 
recent interview to promote 
his new album, Love is a Four 
Letter Word, out this week. 

“So I started doing more 
volunteer work and I started 
travelling more and push¬ 
ing myself — surfing bigger 
waves, riding my bicycle far¬ 
ther, even questioning the 
relationships in my life to 
say, ‘Do these really serve me 
and am I showing up the best 
way I can possibly show up, 
or am I just trying to fit some 
mould?’ 

“I realized how many 
things I was attached to that 
were stopping me from be¬ 
ing the strongest and have 
the most interesting life that 
I could. And once I broke 
that open, songs around May 
of 2011 really started to just 
pour out ... from my heart 
and not just from my pen.” 

Mraz tested tunes for Love 
is a Four Letter Word on the 
road last year with his long¬ 
time friend, percussionist 
Noel (Toca) Rivera. 

The trek took them 
around North America, Eur¬ 
ope, Asia, Australia, New Zea¬ 
land and Africa, where Mraz 
sang the cover tune Freedom 
Song — which is on his new 
album — with children living 
in a shelter in Ghana. 

“It was raining one night 
when I first arrived, they all 
met me outside and they were 
singing the Freedom Song 
and they knew it word for 
word and it blew my mind,” 
said Mraz, 34, noting the chil-

dren first learned the track 
from the non-profit organiza¬ 
tion that he worked with in 
Ghana, Free The Slaves.

Removing grease from napkins 


Pre-treating

Dear Charles the Butler, 

In being more environ¬ 
mentally friendly, my 
whole family uses cloth 
napkins instead of paper 
napkins. The problem is 
that although we regular¬ 
ly wash them, greasy food 
stains stick around. 

I’ve tried spot cleaning 


with Dawn liquid dish 
detergent, which often 
has good results, but it’s 
a time-consuming job. I’m 
wondering, is there a bet¬ 
ter — and less time-con¬ 
suming — way to remove 
grease stains?

Dear Sally, 

Nice to hear you’re 
teaching your family 
about their environmental 
footprint. 

I too use cloth napkins. 

They’re more environ¬ 
mentally friendly and they 
are so much more enjoy¬ 
able! 


So how to clean these 
napkins? Unfortunately, 
each stain does need to be 
pre-treated. 

Time consuming, I 
know, but good dry clean¬ 
ers deal with each stain/ 
spot individually before a 
general cleaning. 

A ph-neutral soap, like 
what you’re currently 
using, should be applied to 
each grease stain, let it sit 
then rinse with cold water. 

To really work that 
stain, try soaking the nap¬ 
kins over night in a pail. 

You could also try com¬ 
mercial spot removers if 
regular soap is not doing 


the trick. 

It’s important to re¬ 
member if the stains are 
still on the napkins when 
you take them out of the 
washer, do not put them 
in the dryer until you re¬ 
treat the stain again. 

What goes into the 
dryer comes out the same 
way, and then it is perma¬ 
nent! 

From now on, buy nat¬ 
ural fabric cloths because 
they are easier to clean.

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Builders accepting challenge 

Ratings. Association 
'blown away' by 
EnerGuide results 
of new homes

Maximizing the energy effi¬ 
ciency of your home could save 
you $1,200 per year in bills and 
cut your carbon footprint by 
5,000 tons annually. 

The Nova Scotia Home¬ 
builders Association issued a 
challenge last year for builders 
to create the greenest homes 
possible and were blown away 
by the results: The Denim 
Home in Lower Saclcville and 
the Whitestone Development 
in Dartmouth. 

Paul Pettipas, CEO of NSH- 
BA, said at the opening of the 
homes that the typical Ener¬ 
Guide rating for efficiency in 
a Canadian home is 80. The 
Denim Home project has a 
96 rating and the Whitestone 
Development project is 94. 
That almost perfect score is 
exceptional now, but Pettipas 
compares it to R2000 in the 
1980s — once a bright light on 
the horizon, but now industry 
standard. 

“I think in 10 years time, 
(builders) will make these 
homes for all clients,” Pettipas 
says. “We’re all used to paying 
for our electricity — wouldn’t 
it be nice to actually produce 
your own electricity and get 
some credit back?” 

If it’s a new-build, start 
with a building envelope that 
surrounds the home with a 10- 
inch cavity providing a com¬ 
plete thermal break with the 


outside. That means you can 
finally heed your mother’s ad¬ 
vice to stop heating the whole 
neighbourhood via leaky roofs, 
drafty windows and uninsu¬ 
lated walls. Stick with an elec¬ 
tric or gas fireplace if you want 
ambiance. A real chimney is 
exactly what it seems: A giant 
hole in the middle of your 


home leaking energy. 

Build the home south-facing 
without any trees or tall build¬ 
ing obstacles and the sun will 
help cut down your bills. If your 
existing house is too hot, plant 
trees to provide shade. The 
north-facing side of the home 
should have a triple-glazed Low- 
fi glass with argon windows to 


reduce heat loss. The other 
three sides should use double- 
glazed Low-E glass with argon. 

“What this is all about is 
showing people what you can 
do,” Pettipas says. 

“Energy isn’t getting less 
expensive. The cheapest form 
of energy is always going to be 
what you don’t use.” 


Rating explained 


• A zero EnerGuide rating indi¬ 
cates major air leakage, no 
insulation and sky high bills. 

A 100 rating — so far largely 
theoretical — would mean an 
airtight, well-insulated home 


that does not need to buy any 
energy. The high-rated homes 
cost 10 to 15 per cent more 
than a standard home, but 
will immediately bring savings 
by cutting energy bills.

Ten ways to save money

When you decide to invest 
your money in making your 
home more energy efficient, 
it can be hard to know what 
to start with and how much 
you can expect to save. 

Metro worked with Effi¬ 
ciency Nova Scotia to come 
up with 10 ways to spend 
money to save money and 
help the environment. 

1 Retire an elderly appli¬ 
ance. If you have an old 
fridge, freezer or air condi¬ 
tioner, they are likely bleed¬ 
ing energy. An inefficient 
fridge could be costing you 
$180 per year. A bad freezer 
racks up $100 per year, and 
a clunky air conditioner $30. 
A new fridge uses 40 per cent 
less energy than one bought 
10 years ago. 

2 Consider solar heating for 
your air and water. ENS 
offers rebates to help set up a 
residential system. It will take 
five or 10 years to pay for the

system, but then you will save 
money on your bills and add 
resale value to your home. 

3 Replace doors and win¬ 
dows with better prod¬ 
ucts to keep heat inside your 
home. Most people spend 
about 55 per cent of their 
energy bills on heating, so 
the savings add up. 

4 A cheaper solution if 
you can’t afford new 
windows is to apply caulking 
to the frames to trap more 
warmth inside. 


5 Replace aging weather 
stripping on your doors 
and windows. 

6 Switch to compact fluor¬ 
escent lamps instead of 
incandescent bulbs. It will 
save a few dollars on your 
electricity bill and while CFLs 
cost more up front, you will 
have to replace them less. 

7 Block off your fireplace. 

A huge amount of warm 
air is sucked up the chimney 
and replaced with cold air. 
Lighting a fire looks cosy, but 
it actually cools the rest of 
the house. 

8 Add insulation to your at¬ 
tic. Think of it as a toque 
for your house. You will want 
at least 35 centimetres and 
don’t forget to cover the 
hatch. 

9 Insulate the basement 
walls. Many are just dry- 
wall over concrete.

Energy. Solar 
technology can be

As a clean and renewable re¬ 
source, solar energy is an at¬ 
tractive option to incorporate 
into one’s home. The good 
news is whether a home is 
under construction or being 
retrofitted, it is possible to in¬ 
corporate solar technologies. 

“I would say it is easier to 
do in a new home, but the 
technologies that are out 
now are pretty adaptable 
and can be added on to most 
existing situations,” says 
Keith Robertson, the founder 
and principal of Solterre De¬ 
sign, an architectural firm in 
Halifax. 

Solar technologies can be 
used to provide for a home’s 
electricity needs, as well as 
heat one’s home and hot 
water. 

Solar energy is a particu¬ 
larly attractive option, given 


the price of electricity con¬ 
tinues to rise. Also, techno¬ 
logical advances are help¬ 
ing make solar technologies 
cheaper to implement. 

While the initial upfront 
investment in solar technolo¬ 
gies will cost more than the 
traditional types of technol¬ 
ogy used, over time, home- 
owners will recoup their in¬ 
itial investment. From there, 
it’s pure profit. 

“It pays itself off and then 
it keeps paying you,” says 
Robertson. 

Using the example of a 
solar hot water heater, he 
says a simple one costs be¬ 
tween $5,000 and $7,000. 

Robertson says manufac¬ 
turers usually estimate it 
takes homeowners seven to 
10 years to make their money 
back. 

In the case of powering 
a home’s electrical needs 
by solar energy, one major 
determinant of the cost is 
whether people connect to 
Nova Scotia’s grid, says Sandy 
Hines, the owner of SHINES 
Renewable Energy. 

For people who connect 
to Nova Scotia Power’s grid 
and participate in its net 
metering program, they are

Earlier this week, a colleague 
of Bobby Smith’s told him 
his Halifax Mooseheads were 
“looking good for next year.” 

“I looked at him like he had 
two heads,” the Mooseheads’ 
majority owner said. “Next 
year? We were down 3-2 to the 
Remparts. We were talking 
about winning the next game.” 

As pretty much eveiybody 
in Halifax knows, the Moose¬ 
heads did win the next game — 
and the game after — to com¬ 
plete a historic comeback from 
a 3-0 series deficit against the 
Quebec Remparts in the QMJHL 
quarter-finals. 

Suddenly, the Mooseheads 
— a young team most thought 
was built to win in 2012-13 — 
are in the QMJHL semifinals 
with home-ice advantage 
against the Rimouski Oceanic. 

The future, it appears, is 
now. 

“The guys in the room and 
the guys in the organization, 
we’re not talking about how 
nice this is for the future, we’re 
talking about winning our next 
game,” Smith said. “We’ll have 


plenty of time for long-term 
planning. But right now, there 
are four teams left — and we’re 
one of them.” 

The Mooseheads last quali¬ 
fied for the semifinals in 2007- 
OS, when a veteran-laden squad 
featuring Jakub Voracelc and 
Brad Marchand was swept by 
the Gatineau Olympiques. 

Rookies Nathan MacKinnon, 
Jonathan Drouin and Zach Fu- 
cale, all just 16 years old, have 
dominated highlight reels 
through two rounds, creating 
a buzz around the team and 
drawing fans out of hiberna¬ 
tion after three tough seasons. 

“It’s a very likeable team,” 
Smith said. “We’ve played a 
very exciting style all year long. 
We just have a lot of very good 
hockey players.” 

While 24 points separate 
first-place Saint John Sea Dogs 
from ninth-place Chicoutimi 
Sagueneens in the other semi¬ 
final, the Mooseheads-Oceanic 
series is much more evenly 
matched. Just three points sep¬ 
arated the sixth-seeded Moose¬ 
heads and seventh-seeded 
Oceanic in the regular season. 

“I said before the playoffs 
started, that two through seven, 
you could flip a coin — every¬ 
body recognizes Saint John is a 
very special team,” Smith said.
